U. 5. WARSHIPS CALM MEXICO: 
BANDIT BAND IS. SCATTERED 


Border Quiet After a Day Day of] Wilson 
Storm; Funston Centers 
Troops at Brownsville 


Brownsville, Texas.—The killing 
August 12 of three Mexicans near 
Mercedes, Hidalgo county, Texas, and 
the capture of twenty-two of the ban- 
dits’ saddle horses in the same vicin- 
ity, led to the belief that at least one 
of the bands of Mexican raiders has 
been scattered. 

Details of the fighting in which 
the three Mexicans killed 
were not here, Federal 


and State officials having adopted an 
attitude of reticence. 

Reports August 12 that several 
hundred armed Mexicans were pre- 
paring to enter Texas from Mexico 
at a point ten miles east of Browns- 
ville failed of materialization, and 
were declared to have had no founda- 
tion. 

Three companies of United States 
troops from Laredo have reached 
Brownsville, the fourth company of 
the battalion having been detoured 
at Kingsville. 

Early Thursday morning, August 
12, Texas rangers in Hidalgo county 
chased eight Mexicans who reached 
the Mexican side of the Rio Grande, 
and, sitting on the banks of that 
stream, invited the rangers to cross 
into Mexican territory, saying they

were seeking. The rangers with- 
drew. A farmer in Hidalgo county 


was held up and robbed that night 
by two Mexicans. 

Adjutant-General Harry Hutchins) 
of Texas, who has been investigating 
conditions, left Brownsville August , 
12 for Kingsville. 

Washington.—Major-General Funs- 
ton is being given a free hand on 
the border, He has not asked that 
the 17,000 troops at his disposal be 
reinforced. No action was taken on 
an appeal from Governor Ferguson of 
Texas to President Wilson for addi- 
tional Federal soldiers. 

Secretary Garrison made it plain 
that the War Department expects the 
Governor of Texas to deal with 
purely domestic disorders in the 
State. 


Washington.—Late last Saturday 
the War Department, at the reqyest 
of Major-Genera] Funston, ordered one 
regiment of Infantry from Texas City 
to Brownsville, and also ordered one 
aeroplane, one battery of 4.7 guns and 
one battery of 4.7 howitzers to 
Brownsville from Fort Sill, Okla. 


Nogales, Ariz—Several hundred 
American soldiers August 14 engaged 
in a riot on the streets of Nogales as 
the result of a rumor that the Mexi 
cans had threatened to take their 
guns away, Ten Mexicans were as 
saulted before the officers got control 
of the men. One American is re- 
ported slain in Nogales, Mexico, by 
infuriated Mexicans. 

The soldiers engaged in the riot- 
ing were members of the Twelfth In- 
fantry and the Sixth Field Artillery. 
They were joined by a number of 
civilians, and ‘Run all Mexicans 
across the line!’ was the battle cry. 


Wilson Pins Faith on Troops; 
Believes Brownsville Riots 
Are of Local Character — 


Washington.—President Wilson, on 
his return from Cornish, N. H., Au- 
gust 12, was given a comprehensive 
account of the Mexican situation in 
all its phases by Secretary Lansing. 

The Secretary told the Tresident 
that official reports indicated that the 
situation In the vicinity of Browns- 


vile was of a iocal characicr, and 
that quiet prevailed at Vera Cruz, 
where there kad been some anti- 


foreign demonstrations. He outlined 
in detail the discuszion of peace 
plans at the New York conference 
of the American diplomats. 

Neither the President nor Secretary 
Lansing was inclined to view the 
situation as requiring any further 
precautionary measures than have 
been taken in sending battleships to 
Mexican waters and more Federal 
troops to the Texas border. They de 
voted most of. their time to a dis- 
cussion of the inter-American plan, 
on which they are basing their hopes 
for the early restoration of peare in 
Mexico. 

The appeal to all factions has not 
yet been sent, although signed by 
Secretary Lansing and the Ambassa- 
dors and Ministers of the ‘six Central

September Second Is Formally 
Accepted by Former President 


San Francisco.—Although former 
President Taft first expressed a de 
sire to exposition officials by letter 
and telegram for no special day in 
his honor, a wire received from him 
August 12 formally accepting Sep- 
tember 2d as the day upon which 
he would publicly appear at the expo 
sition, 

Taft for a number of weeks has de 
murred at suggestions of a “Taft 
day,” similar to that accorded Roose 
He was steadfast in 
wishing to appear as “a private citi- 
zen.” 

The former President left Pointe- 
au-Pic, Canada, August 12, for San 
Francisco. He will make his head- 
quarters at the Palace Hotel, arriv- 
ing the 24th, He is accompanied by 
Mrs. Taft, Miss Maria Herron, sister 
of Mrs. Taft; Miss Helen Taft, his 
daughter, and Miss Louise Taft, 
daughter of Charles Taft. The Tafts 
will be in California until September

The raiders are said to have 
been a part of the command of Cal- 
les, the Carranza chief, The author- 
ities are investigating a report that 
Maytorena has placed a guard of 
Mexican soldiers on his ranch in the 
United States.

EXEGUTIONS LEVIED (SERB REPLY FIRES FRANK TAKEN BY {PACIFIC MAIL CO. 
UN S._P. OFFICES) RIVER BANK CITIES) MOB AND HANGED; LINERS ARE SOLD 


Action Is Under Recent Decision 
in Long and Short Haul Cases; 
Pay Shippers $13,287.45 


Bakersfleld.—In an attempt to col- 
lect $15,880 principal and costs under 
1023 executions obtained on default 
judgments in as many different cases 
against the Southern Pacific Railroad 
under the recent long and short haul 
decision, the local constable and a 
number of deputies August 12 seized 
all of the office accessories of the 
Bakersfield freight and ticket offices 
of the railroad, including ticket cabi- 


nets, stamps, typewriters, adding ma- 
chines, trucks, etc., necessitating the 


closing of the offices to business. 


Passengers were obliged to  pur- 
chase their tickets on the trains. 
The authorities placed deputy con- 
stables in the offices Monday to take 
in the receipts as paid over the 
counters, 

Attorney Booth for the railroad ar- 
rived from San Francisco and stated 
that the authorities would have to 
use force to make the levy, and the 
constable feeling unable to cope with 
the numerous special officers of the 
railroad, withdrew his men. The sec 
ond attempt to collect resulted in 
the action on August 12. 

The local attorneys for the rail- 
road have notified the authorities 
that they will file third-party claims, 
alleging that the property belongs to 
the Southern Pacific Company instead 
of the Southern Pacific Railroad. 
They filed an appeal to the Supreme 
Court on Superior Judge Peairs’ re 
cent refusal to {ssue an injunction 
to prevent the levying on the com- 
pany. 

The test case, which the 1023 cases 
in question parallel, were carried 
from the Justice Court to the Su- 
preme Court, and in each case the 
shippers were victorious. The com- 
pany, on losing this case, tried to 
get the other 1023 cases lumped and 
tried in the Superior Court instead 
of the Justice Court. The petition 
was denied by Peairs, and the de- 
fault Judgments were immediately ob- 
tained in the Justice Court, and the 
executions issued under the same. 


Bakerstield—The Southern Pacific 
Company capitulated Saturday after- 
noon, August 14, and paid E. J. Em- 
mons, attorney for the local shippers, 
$13,287.45 refund, won after three 
years’ struggle in the courts. The 
money is satisfaction of the first in- 
stallment of executions which have 
been served under defaults in 1023 
long and short haul cases brought in 
the Justice court here. 

About one-half the executions re- 
main to be served and T. E. Smith, 
secretary of the San Joaquin Traffic 
Association, stated that he has four 
drygoods boxes packed with claims 
aggregating at least $100,000 still to 
be presented to the Southern Pacific 
and the Santa Fe. The freight trucks, 
tickets, typewriters and other office 
paraphernalia were returned to the 
railroad. 


AGED WOMAN 1S HURT

Mrs. Crow and Relatives Injured

Petaluma.—In descending a_ steep 
hill August 12, at Penn Grove, five 
miles above this city, the steering 
knuckle of the automobile driven by 
B. L. Shirk of Berkeley broke, and 
the car became unmanageable, crash- 
ing into a telegraph pole. The driver 
escaped injury, but the car was badly 
wrecked. 

Mrs. Crow of Berkeley, aged 81 
years, and grandmother of Mra. B, L.

Cannonade Calls Attention to 
Reported Massing of Large 
Bodies of Troops on Border 


London.—The following statement 
was issued at Nish; Serbia, Friday, 
August 13: 

“The enemy August 12 bombarded 
Belgrade with large caliber howitzers. 
There was no loss of life. The bom- 
bardment ceased after we _ shelled 
Zemlin, in Austria, on the tongue of 
land formed by the junction of the 
Danube and the Save, opposite Bel- 
grade, with which it is connected bya 
railway bridge; and Panscova, across 
the Danube from Belgrade, in Aus- 
tria, causing fires in Zemlin and a 
panic in Panscova,” _ 

Reports that the Germans and Aus- 
trians had mobilized forces estimated 
at from 300,000 to 400,000 men along 
the Serbian frontier, preparatory to a 
campaign to crush the Serbians and 
open a way for the shipment of mu- 
nitions to Turkey, have been received 
from various sources in the last week. 
There have been several clashes be- 
tween the Serbs and Austrians on the 
frontier in the last few days. 

Belgrade was occupied by the Aus- 
trians after a siege December 2, 1914, 
but was reoccupied by the Serbians 
twelve days later, following a fierce 
battle. The recapture of their capi- 
tal by the Serbs was followed by a 
campaign which cleared their country 
of invaders. Until recently the Aus- 
trians made .no further attempts to 
crush their small neighbor and the 
intervening time has been occupied 
by the Serbians in reorganizing their 
forces. 

London.—Having recovered from 
the check inflicted on him early last 
week by the Russians, General von 
Buelow, commanding that portion of 
the army of Field Marshal von Hin- 
denburg operating to the west of the 
River Dvinsk, again has taken the 
offensive and, according to the offi- 
cial report published by Berlin, has 
beaten the Russians in a battle in the 
vicinity of Kubisko and pushed them 
back in a northeasterly direction, 
taking more than 2000 prisoners. 

To the south before Kovno, the 
Russians, according to the same 
source of information, made an unsuc 
cessful sortico from Kovno, which the 
Germans are now approaching. 

In the Polish sector, the various 
German armies are slowly drawing in 
their line and advancing from the 
northwest and south of Biest-Litovks. 
While they continue to take com- 
paratively small groups of prisoners, 
they make no claim to the capture 
of artillery or booty. 


Paris.—After violent hand-to-hand 
fighting near Puisalenne, in the re- 
gion between the Oise and Aisne riv- 
ers, French troops August 14 suc 
ceeded in occupying the excavation 
caused by the explosion of a mine 
under a German trench, according to 
a statement issued by the French War 
Department. Exceptionally violent 
artillery duels are reported in the 
Artois, the Champagne and the Lor- 
raine districts.

Atlanta, Ga.—Leo M. Frank, serving 
a life term for the alleged slaying of 
Mary Phagan, was kidnaped from the 
state prison at Milledgeville by an 
armed mob of twenty-five men Monday 
night, rushed to a point near Marietta, 
the home of the Phagan girl, and 
hanged. Frank’s body was found at 
6 o’clock Tuesday morning hanging 
from the limb of a tree on Little River, 
three miles from Eatonton. 

Frank’s body was riddled with bul- 
lets. After killing him the mob dis- 
banded and completely disappeared. 

Frank’s wife collapsed and is not 
expected to live. 

Previous to the attack wires leading 
to the prison itself had been cut. Frank 
was placed in an automobile and rushed 
in the direction of Eatonton. 

The attack was shortly before mid- 
night. The warden and most of the 
guards were sleeping on a rear porch 
of the main building in which the pris- 
oners are confined. Both he and the 
guards were handeuffed, after which 
the party entered the prison and re- 
moved Frank. 

Attention was immediately directed 
to the town of Marietta, where Mary 
Phagan, the victim of the murder of

EDITOR £. B. WILLIS, 
Or AUBURN, 1S DEAD 


Sacramento.—E. B. Willis, who died 
in Auburn August 12, was a veteran 
newspaper man of the Pacific Coast. 
He arrived here from the Hast in 1871, 
and since that time has been em- 
ployed on some of the important jour- 
nals of California. At the time of his 
death Willis was proprietor of the 
Placer Republican, an _ influential 
paper in Placer county. 

Evandery Berry Willis was born in 
Brooklyn, N. Y., in 1847. After finish- 
ing his education he took up the print- 
ing trade and worked on the Middle- 
ton and Syracuse publications. About 
1870 he purchased the Middleton Mer- 
cury, but after a year sold it and left 
for California soon after. 

Arriving in San Francisco, he be 
came a reporter on the San Francisco 
Chronicle, but after a short stay 
there went to Auburn, where he was 
appointed court reporter. After three 
years’ service in that position, he went 
to Virginia City, serving as city edi- 
tor of the Chronicle, a position which 
he resigned to come to Sacramento. 
He was made city editor of the Rec- 
ord, and after that journal was 
merged with the Sacramento Union, 
he was managing editor of the latter 
paper for seventeen years. 

Willis then was named secretary of 
the California Commission to the 
world’s fair at St. Louis. Returning 
from the East, he purchased the 
Placer Republican, sold it to buy the 
Oak Park Ledger and resold the lat- 
ter paper to repurehase the former. 

With P. K. Stockton, Willis was of- 
ficial reporter of the Constitutional 
convention of 1879. Willis left a 
-widow and a son, Clarence Willis of 
Sacramento. He was a member of 
Islam Temple of the Mystic Shrine.

San Francisco.—The rapidly disap- 


pearing American merchant marine 


on the Pacific received its death blow 
August 13. The Pacific Mail has sold 
its five great transpacific liners to the 
Atlantic Transport Company of West 
Virginia. 

The five vessels sold are the Man- 
churia, Mongolia, Siberia, China and 
Korea. 

The Mongolia and the Manchuria 
are of 13,500 tons burden; the Siberia 
and Korea of 11,000 tons and the 
China of 5,000 tons. The final sailing 
of these liners will be August 25, 
when the Mongolia leaves this port 
for the Orient. 

Pp. A. S. Franklin, 
International Mercantile Company, 
which owns the Atlantic Transport 
Company, said the steamers would be 
transferred to his company as soon 
as possible, but added that the ques- 
tion of whether they would remain 
registered under the American flag 
depended upon the results of the cost 
of their operation undcr the Stars and 
Stripes. If unsatisfactory, they will 
be registered under the British flag. 

The Atlantic company operates be- 
tween New York, Baltimore, Philadel- 
phia and European ports and between 
New York and San Francisco.

will probably be used in the New 
York to United Kingdom trade, ac- 
cording to Franklin, while the Siberia 
and Korea will probably be placed in 
the Panama trade, 

The purchase increases the Inter- 


national Mercantile Marine fleet to 
130 ships. 
The Pacific Mail still retains seven 


large steamers, six of which are en- 
gaged in coastwise trade between Pa- 
cific ports of the United States and 
Balboa, the western terminal of the 
canal. These are the San Jose, the 
San Juan, the Peru, the Para, the 
Pennsylvania and the Newport. The 
only remaining vessel of the com- 
pany, the Aztec, is under charter to 
W. R. Grace & Co. 

A. J, Frey, assistant general man- 
ager of the l'acific Mail, said August 
13 that all these vessels would be sold 
@s soon as purchasers could be found. 

“The Pacitic Mail is going out of 
business,” said Frey, “because there 
is nothing else left for us to do. We 
don’t want to go out of business, but 
we are forced out. 

“The passing of the Pacific Mail will 
throw about 6,000 persons out of em- 
ployment, almost every trade and pro- 
fession being affected. Officers of the 
company, office employees here and in 
the Orient, stevedores, painters, car- 
penters, sailmakers, captains, engi- 
neers and crews—all will be out of 
jobs, 

“San Francisco will not come off 
unscathed by this transaction. The 
Pacific Mail has spent from $3,500,000 
to $5,000,000 yearly in this city for 
the last sixty years. All that reve- 
nue is gone now. One year we spent 
a little over $6,000,000 in San Fran- 
cisco alone.” 

The Atlantic Transport Company, 
which purchased the Pacific Mail 
fleet, is headed by Phillip A. S. Frank- 
lin and is a subsidiary corporation of 
the International Mercantile Marine, 
the huge holding company organized 
in 1901 by J. Pierpont Morgan. The 
International Mercantile Marine con- 
trols also the Red Star, White Star 
and the Anchor lines.

ITALY UNDER MANY RULERS 


Fertile Land, During the Centuries, 
Has Been Prize Worth the Ex- 
penditure of Blood. 


Charlemagne tacked Italy to his un- 
wieldy empire and left it to his weak- 
ling son, Lothaire, by the treaty of 
Verdun in 843. The peninsula en- 
joyed a measure of peace for some 
years,.then petty counts and dukes 
began a series of intérnecine wars 
which continued until Otho the Great 
marched into Rome in 962 and forced 
the pope to place the imperial crown 
of gold on his head. That was the 
beginning of the Germanic holy Ro- 
man empire. It established a prece- 
dent for the German emperors, and 
they continued bringing their armies 
across the Alps to feast on Italy’s 
plenty until Conradin, the last of the 
Hohenstaufens, was defeated in 1268. 
The Hapsburgs then took up the pur- 
suit of Italy. 

The feudal system never gained a 
firm hold in Italy, which Hghtened 
the labor of Germanic commerce. In 
1056 the pope and the free commer- 
cial cities made a common defense 
against the emperor. They had more 
or less success until Frederick Bar- 
barossa swept down on the land and 
buried all opposition. The Lombardy 
league collapsed in 1167, and Italy 
became as much a German province 
as Alsage is today. No German em- 
peror in those days rested content un- 
til the pope had placed the imperial 
crown on his head—first the silver 
crown at Aix la Chapelle, then the 
iron crown of Lombardy, and then 
the one at Rome.

NEPHEW CAUGHT 
AD A DESERTER 


Russian Commander’s Vote De- 
cides Fate of Young Pole 
Who Quit Regiment. 


JOINED THE AUSTRIAN ARMY 


General Radymno Had the Misfortune 
to Preside at the Court-Martial 
Which Sealed the Fate of 
His Favorite Relative. 


By DR. WOLF VON SCHIERBRAND. 
(Correspondent of the New York Sun). 
Vienna.—Doubtless the darkest na- 


tional tragedy in this world war is 
that of the Poles. yThere one sees a 
distinct ethnological entity, a people 
whose tongue is the most musical and 
cultivated of all the Slavic languages, 
with a fine literature showing names 
like that of Henry K. Sienkiewicz, of 
universal fame, advanced in all the 
arts, Paderewski being a fine exam- 
ple; the most gifted of all the Slavs, 
of high valor, of a quality both dis- 
tinct and elevated. Yet the curse of 
destiny has brought it about that this 
people of altogether about 22,000,000 
bas been split up into three unequal 
parts—roundly, 12,000,000 of them un- 
fer Russian rule, about 7,000,000 un- 
der Austrian and about 3,000,000 under 
German rule And what results of 
aven the present giant upheaval will 
be so far-as the Poles are concerned 
not even the wisest can foretell 
Tragedies Every Day. 
Meanwhile every day tragedies on a 
minor scale are happening among the 
Poles which, for the most part, will 
1aever see page and printer’s ink. Yet 
many are worth the telling. Here is 
me in point. I tell it just as it was 


(old to me. without the slightest at- 


‘empt at coloring the facts. Let the 
reader Judge for himself, 

Among the Russian prisoners taken 
tt Tarnow, Galicia, some three weeks 
igo by the Austrian army was a fine, 
lignified looking man, a general who 
had not yielded without first using 
uig sword, He was General Stephen 
Radymno, a Pole by race and lan- 
guage, but a brave, undaunted soldier 
of the czar. He is now recovering 
‘rom his injuries in one of the reserve 
lospitalg of Vienna, and later on will 
oe taken as prisoner of war to one of 
ihe great camps in Bohemia. 

Nephew a Deserter. 

General Radymno had the misfor- 
tune to be forced to condemn his fa- 
vorite nephew to death. He presided 
ut the court-martial which sealed the 
young man’s fate, and his was the 
jeciding voice that doomed the young 
man to immediate execution; for the 
1ephew, Jan Radymno, had committed 
reason. Although serving in one of 
his uncle’s own regiments as first 
jeutenant, he had gone over to the ene- 
ny—to the Polish legion fighting un- 
jer the banner of the Hapsburgs. This 
he had done in the middle of the 
aight, and in his shabby quarters, a 
short distance back of the trenches, 
there was found the next morning a 
slip of paper on which were a few 
dunes addressed to his uncle, the gen- 
eral saying he found himself “forced 
to choose between two duties—and 
shat toward Poland came first.” Then 
he had added a word or two to the 
general himself imploring him to fol- 
low his example “and help free Poland 
trom the Muscovite yoke.” 

Poles Make Ralds. 

All this happened early last De- 
tember; the general’s trenches were 
held for five months longer. Back of 
his positions were woods, impene- 
trable, deep in snow, and into them he 
was frequently obliged to send skirm- 
Ishing parties to attack the rear of 
the Polish Legion of Austria, who

The men had changed their 
quarters only the day before, having 
lost many in their trenches, and had 
been sent to the rear, This particular 
raid was singularly bold, rapid and 
The Russians were sur- 
prised in their sleep, and before they 
eould gather for a stand they were 
badly beaten.

At once (it was but six in the morn- | 
ing and still dark) he summoned a 
court-martial. There were five—he 
himself as chief, Captain Stchukin, 
Captain Fyedotoff, Lieutenant Tau and 
Sergeant Major Yevseyenko, The ac- 
cused was called in, then the wit 
nesses, Among them was the man 
who had bayoneted his former Heuw- 
tenant, and two others who {dentt- 
hed him. The facts were plain, indis- 
putable. Jan Radymno was questioned. 
He admitted everything—in a thick 
voice, for the thrust had lacerated 
his tongue—but without filnching. 

°Two of the five in the court-martial 
were in favor of having the prisoner 
taken to headquarters, some ten miles 
off; two others, including Captain Fye- 
dotoff, wanted sentence pronounced 
and executed at once. The decision 
rested with the general. He said that 
inasmuch as responsibility regarding 
operations in the woods had been con- 
fided to him he was in favor of imme- 
diate sentence. The two captains nod- 
ded their heads. Jan Radymno had 
been a gallant officer, a good comrade, 
but this was a plain case, 

General Pronounces Sentence. 

So the general in a cold, inflexible 
voice pronounced sentence. Then he 
said, as an afterthought: “Have you 
some wish to express?” Jan Radymno 
took one step forward, leaned hard on 
the table and said: “I have a little 
boy, Piotr, six years old. I ask, I 
command, I implore, that he be 
brought up as a Pole—to remember, to 
love his people and his native land, 
and to be informed how his father end- 
ed. That is my last wish. My ever- 
lasting curse on you, uncle, if it be 
not carried out.” 

Then they took him away behind 
the house. His uncle leaned against 
the wall and shaded his eyes, but he 
sald nothing. This had been his fa- 
vorite nephew. He sank into a chair 
and hid his face in both hands. He 
waited. Outside six men were digging 
a@ grave in the sandy soil, Jan sat 
motionless near by, his head on his 
breast, gazing at a faded photograph 
of his ttle boy. At last he lifted his 
head. He stood up, removed his torn 
blouse, and that showed his shirt in 
shreds as well. He slowly moved to 
the wall-and put his back against it. 
The sergeant of the firing squad came 
up with a handkerchief. Jan motioned 
him away. 

Then the old general, waiting, heard 
the shot that meant his nephew’s 
death.
